I took him out there. I don't believe 


ho know tho first thing about ore, but he 
dcs- ,mtcd tho shaft, looked around a bit, 
and when wo had hauled hlmuphosald:

I'll chance It. I'll glvo you $10,000 cosh 
for your right, title nnd interest."

Thoro wcro tapestries on the 


walls of tho finer houses. At dinner 
pcoplo sat on wooden benches and stools 
at a heavy table of boards act on trestles, 
and this was covered with cloth. The 
bill of faro changed with the centuries 
in thodO days, and not much from day to 
day; the food was barley and oaten 
bread, bacon, fish, capons, eggs and an 
abundance of homo browed ale, and the 
nobles sometimes had wlno from tlio 
cost.—Good Housekeeping.
